ummer has gotten here a little 

cold and rainy, but here neverthe- 

less! It’s time to rollup oursleeves 
and, besides the yard work, there are a 
few things that need to be done for, and 
with, our radio club. 

First, | have noted that there are just 
not many folks signed up with Chris 
(N3IEI) and Dick (W3RM). Since field 
day is THIS MONTH, and we would like 
to make a good showing as a club, sign 
up today—yes right away! 

Second, regarding our club’s fund- 
raiser, the raffle of an H.T., as of this 
writing, we still have 100 tickets remain- 
ing! We need to sell them! Please con- 
tact me, or mail-in your $10 per ticket to 
the club at P.O. Box 88, Abington, PA 
19001. We will mail back the stub. The 
drawing will be held at the June General 
Meeting, so there is very little time to sell 
the last 100 tickets. The funds we raise 
will be used to offset the cost of the club 
picnic, and whatever is leftover will go 
toward the move of our repeater. 

The agreements with the city have 
all been signed, and we may now move 
our repeater system to theirtower. BUT, 
we will need a whole lot of money for the 
move. We will need about 600' of new 
7/8" hardline, Station Masters—one two- 
meter, and one 440, a new antenna for 
the new voting inputs (they will move to 
their own frequencies), not to mention 
lots of hardware. We also will have to 
pay a rigging company to climb the 
tower and install the new system. This 
all means real money!! Our rough esti- 
mate is inthe $5,000 range. We will, of 
course, have a real first-rate repeater 
system. We are not trying for more 
range, but we would like to saturate the

now. This move is a high priority with the 
club, as well as very costly!

The FCC also adopted a Universal Ser- 
vice policy that will spend up to $2.25 
billion each year to provide schools, librar- 
ies and rural health care facilities with 
discounts of 20 to 90 percent on the cost of 
their Internet access. 

At the same time, the Commission 
imposed new fees on residences and busi- 
nesses that have more than one telephone 
line. By January | of 1998, new fees of up 
to $2.50 per additional line per month for 
residential lines and up to $3.50 per line per 
month for businesses will be in effect, and 
will increase further each year thereafter. 

Only a small percentage of the increase 
will be used to fund Universal Service. 

The fees mean that an ISP with 200 
telephone lines will pay an additional $8,400 
per year in basic line charges for telephone 
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service. 

The fees were a substantial improve- 
ment over the increases first proposed, but 
still represent a heavy financial burden that 
will be felt by online and Internet services. 
The current competitive environment will 
prevent most of these services from passing 
the costs on to subscribers. 

The result is likely to be a chilling 
effect on this industry, as the additional 
costs force some ISPs out of business and 
limit the ability of others to invest in the 
necessary upgrades and infrastructure im- 
provements to grow. 

The FCC decisions are likely to be ap- 
pealed, and may not represent the final chap- 
ter in the question of fees. However, with this 
phase of the process completed we would ask 
AOP members to discontinue e-mail messag- 
es to the FCC Commissioners. &

ARRL comments on petition 


The ARRL will file comments in re- 
sponse to an FCC Petition for Rulemaking 
from Checkpoint Systems Inc—a manufac- 
turer of Electronic Article Surveillance 
(EAS) systems that use frequencies in the 
1.7 to 10-MHz range. EAS systems are used 
to deter theft in retail stores and other 
locations. Checkpoint has asked the FCC to 
change its Part 15 rules to expand the fre- 
quency range and power level of EAS sys- 
tems. Checkpoint wants the Commission to 
permit EAS operations in the 1.705 to 30- 
MHz band at a maximum radiated emission 
level of 1000 uV per meter (measured at a 
distance of 30 meters) and a maximum 
conducted emission level of 3000 uV. Cur- 
rent rules permit a maximum radiated emis- 
sion level of 30 uV per meter (measured at 
a distance of 30 meters) between 1.705 and 


30 MHz, or 100 uV per meter between 
1.705 and 10 MHz. The current conducted 
emission limit for such devices operating 
between 1.705 and 10 MHz is 250 uV. 

Checkpoint says its EAS system can 
detect tags concealed within or attached to 
protected articles by using an RF sweep 
over the frequency range of operation. Typ- 
ically, systems are set up so that customers 
can only exit via an EAS-equipped gate. 
Checkpoint’s EAS equipment currently 
operates within the 1.705 to 10 MHz band 
and is regulated as an unlicensed intention- 
al radiator under Subpart C of Part 15. 
Under Part 15 rules, such devices may 
operate without restrictions on bandwidth, 
duty cycle, modulation technique or appli- 
cation, but must comply with specified 
radiation and emission limits and protect 
licensed services from harmful interfer- 
ence. Checkpoint says it needs the higher 
power levels to overcome “increasing lev- 
els of ambient RF noise in commercial 
establishments.” The expanded frequency 
range, the company says, will allow for 
greater flexibility in deploying EAS sys- 
tems and reduce the potential for false 
alarms. 

The company already holds an experi- 
mental authorization to operate EAS equip- 
ment within the 7.4 to 9 MHz and 8.2 to 10- 
MHz bands at up to 1000 uV per meter and 
Says it has received no complaints of inter- 
ference. 

Checkpoint’s Petition for Rulemaking 
was received by the FCC on April 28, 1997.

The following was a legislative alert from 
the Association of Online Professionals, 
the primary professional association of In- 
ternet Service Providers and other profes- 
sionals who manage online services. 

Subsequently the FCC passed a sub- 
stantial portion of the proposal. Details 
follow this article—-ed. 


On May 8, 1997, the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission will vote on a pro- 
posal regarding “universal service.” Uni- 
versal Service is the program that subsidiz- 
es low-cost communication services for 
organizations and entities who might other- 
wise not be able to afford access to these 
services. 

If adopted, this proposal will cost con- 
sumers and businesses an estimated $3 bil- 
lion per year, and most of the financial 
burden will be borne by ISPs, online servic- 
es and their customers. The Association of 
Online Professionals, on behalf of its mem- 
bers, urges you to contact the FCC and ask 
them to reject this proposal. 

A provision of the Telecommunica- 
tions Act of 1996 (sponsored by Senators 
Olympia Snowe, Jay Rockefeller, James 
Exon, and Bob Kerrey) specifies that, upon 
request, individual telecommunications 
Carriers must provide service to schools and 
libraries at “affordable” rates. 

The FCC plans to fund the $2.25 billion 
cost of this lower-cost school service each 
year by increasing telephone line fees for 
consumers and businesses that have more 
than one telephone line. The additional cost 
is estimated to be from $4 to $6 per line per 
month for businesses, and at least $3.50 per 
line for consumers who have more than one 
telephone line to their homes. Details of the 
program are at http://www. fcc. gov/ccb/ 


universal_service/fcc97157/97157. html. 

For consumers, this will be a disincen- 
tive to add lines for fax or modem usage, 
and has been labeled by some consumer 
groups as a “modem tax.” 

The widest range of business users who 
have more than one telephone line will 
benefit from other reductions in long-dis- 
tance charges that will offset the increases. 
This will not be the case for Internet Service 
Providers and online services, which have 
business lines used only for incoming dial- 
up access by their subscribers. ISPs and 
online services will therefore bear the brunt 
of the economic burden for this program. 

Under the proposed program, Internet 
Service providers would be required to 
provide connectivity to schools, libraries 
and health care facilities at discounts of 
20% to 90% off of normal rates. This dis- 
counted amount would then be reimbursed 
to the ISP through the Universal Service 
program. 

The proposal has gone through a lengthy 
process of recommendation and comment, 
and is in its final stage. It requires only the 
vote of the FCC on May 8 to begin imple- 
mentation. 

AOP opposes the proposed plan for 
three reasons: 

1) The FCC will implement a sweep- 
ing new tax before studying the alternatives 
(e.g., Net Day, access through existing state 
Internet networks). 

2) The tax is structured to specifically 
punish Internet and online services and 
their subscribers. If the tax is necessary, it 
should be applied to all consumers and all 
businesses. 

3) There has been insufficient study of 
the subject. There is little or no data to 
support the need for the tax, or to indicate
